The New England QSO Party (NEQP) will take place on May 6" and 7°". 


The NEQP is a great time to check out antenna systems and offers a moderately paced opportunity to work new states and 
countries. You'll find a wide variety of participants, from newcomers to experienced contesters, all interested in making 
contacts with New England stations. 


We’re working to make sure that all of the New England counties are active again this year and would appreciate your 
help. Get on for at least an hour or two and join in on the fun. Please let me know if you can put in any time at all so we 
can work on activity from the rarest counties. Will you be QRV? Let us know which county you'll be on from with a 


message to info@neqp.org. 


Oh yes, the NEQP is also lots of fun when mobile. Every time you cross a county line the action starts over again. It’s 
amazing what a 100w radio and mobile whip can do. 


The QSO Party is 20 hours long overall, in two sections with a civilized break for sleep Saturday night. It goes from 4pm 
Saturday until lam Sunday, then 9am Sunday until 8pm Sunday. Operate on CW, SSB and digital modes on 80-40-20-15-10 
meters. For each QSO you'll give your callsign, a signal report and your county/state. Top scorers can earn a plaque and 
everyone who makes 25 QSOs and sends in a log will get a certificate. 


Last year we had logs from 179 New England stations and 300 more from around the country and world.

April General Meeting, Thursday, April 20 -Joe Harris, N1QD 


Please join BARC at the Clay Center Observatory in Brookline at 7:30PM on Thursday, April 20, for our monthly general 
Meeting. Our guest speaker will be Dennis Egan, W1UE, presenting about RTTY. 


W10UE has been a licensed ham for 48 years. His major passion in amateur radio is contesting; he finished in 4th place for 
WRTC Qualification in the W1-W2-W3 area, is the current president of the Yankee Clipper Contest Club, and is the 
Chairman of the ARRL Contest Advisory Committee. 


His talk includes a brief history of RTTY, how to tune in a RTTY signal, and how to create a RTTY signal. Many of the 
techniques involved in RTTY (the second oldest digital mode) are applicable to other digital modes. 


Receiving Interference on 145.23? -Joe Harris, N1QD 


In mid-2016, a DMR repeater went live from Mt. Uncanoonuc in Goffstown, New Hampshire on 145.22 MHz. The site is at 
over 1000ft elevation, and covers well into Massachusetts.

Participating in the New England QSO Party -Joe chapman, Nviw 


Several BARC members enjoy the state QSO parties that occur a few times a month. They’re a nice low-key way to get 
started with contesting, and | find them useful for gathering needed states for Worked All States (WAS). A great weekend 
for that is the first weekend in May, which features our own New England QSO Party as well as the US seventh call area, 
Delaware, and Indiana parties. 


Before participating in a contest, you need to know when it is and what the rules are. In general, HF contesting is done on 
80, 40, 20, 15, and 10 meters. Some contests (not the state QSO parties) use a subset of these bands, are restricted to 
specific modes, or have rules about how often you can change bands. Some will also mandate rest periods (for example, 
they allow an individual to operate 12 hours out of a total 18). 


First, you need to choose a class. This is generally based on power (high power/low power/QRP) and number of operators 
(single or multiple operator). Some contests distinguish between “assisted/limited” and “unassisted/unlimited” 
operations, depending on whether you use Internet spotting sites (also called “clusters”) to find stations. Certain software 
tools like a CW decoder or skimmer may also put you in the assisted category or be banned entirely. If you’re a beginner 
you will almost certainly be unassisted. 


Your aim is to acquire as many points as possible (or, if you’re like me, to finally put Idaho in the bag once and for all). In 
most contests you receive some number of points for each QSO. Some other feature (usually geographic entities like states 
or countries) contributes to a “multiplier” and your final score is the product of points and multiplier. If you’re in the NEQP, 
stations outside New England use counties as a multiplier, so you'll be popular if you’re in Boston proper or on Nantucket. 


Contest QSOs are short because people are trying to make as many of them as possible. In CW, people often use a six-dot 
space between words instead of seven dots, which reminds me of my touring cyclist friends who drill out their toothbrush 
handles to save weight. The information you exchange (called, duh, the “exchange”) is specified in the rules. 


The good news is there’s a fabulous and free software program, N1MM+, for contesting. BARC uses it on Field Day and 
SKYWARN Recognition Day, so you won’t need to learn a new program if you join us for one of those events. It has a lot of 
features and is made for hard-core contesters, but as a dilettante | don’t find it too difficult to use. 


When the contest is over, you need to send in your logs. With N1MM.+ it’s easy to generate the Cabrillo format file that 
most contests either require or greatly prefer. With the QSO parties on the first weekend in May, you can send the same 
log in to each, which makes things easy. Who knows, you may win some obscure category. I’m not Dr Contesting in the 
least, but | get a surprising number of certificates every year and even saw myself in QST for the first time a few months 
ago.
